CHURCH AUTHORITIES. 
"Declares the Writ of Excommunica- 
tion Illegal and Says He Is Threat- 
ened With Assassination — Does Not 
Believe in the Trinity or Sacrament.

PARIS, May 19.—{Exclusive Dis- 
patch.] Count Leo Tolstoi has replied 
to the writ of. ication 
launched at him by the Holy Synod of 
the Greek orthodox church. He starts 
out by quoting Coleridge: “He who be- 
gins by loving Christianity better than 
truth will proceed by loving his own 
sect or church better than Christianity, 
and end in loving himself better ‘than 
all.” That, Tolstoi contends, is ex- 
actly the position of his assailants. He 
himself has pursued a contrary course. 

“I began by loving ‘the orthodox 
church more than myself,” he says; 


| “then I loved .Christianity more than 


the orthodox church; now I love truth 
more than all else.”’ 

He says the writ of excommunica- 
tion is Mlegal, arbitrary, unjustifiable, 


he is daily threatened with assassina- 
tion. 
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“The teaching of Christ.” he says, 
“is disfigured; transformed into the 
grossest sorcery—abiution, unction, the 
movements of the body, incantations, 
deglutition of pieces of bread—alj of 
which has nothing to do with that 
teaching which only commands men to 
‘leve one another, not to render bad 
for evil, not to judge others, not t 
kill. 

* “— have renourtced the church that 
calls itself orthodox,” he continues, 
“because I wished to serve God. I fol- 
low every precept of the church, and 
am now convinced that its teaching is 
a theoretically astuce and noxious lie, 
and practically a mixture of gross su- 
perstition and witchcraft. Theat is 
why I inserted a request in my will 
that no priest should be allowed to ap- 
proach my body. 

“Yes, it is true that I deny the in- 
comprehensible Trinity, and the fable 
regarding the fall of man, which is 
absurd in our days. It is true I deny 
the sacrilegious story of a God born 
of a Virgin to redeem the human race, 
but God, the spirit; the God of love; 
God, the sole principle of all things, I 
do not deay. IT believe in eternal life, 
and I believe that man is rewarded ac- 
cording to his deeds here and every- 
where, now and forever. 

“Tt is said I deny all sacraments. 
That is perfectly correct. The mar- 
riage of divorced persons seems to me 


. informal contradiction with evangelic 


teaching. Periodical forgiven of 
sins encourages immorality. Yet 

who make a business of lies declare in 
their books, their newspapers and their 
catechisms that Christ never forbade 
swearing (taking the oath:) that He 
never forbade murder (capital punish- 
ment and war.) and that the doctrine 
of non-resistance to evil is the inven- 
tion and Satanic ruse of the enemies 
of Christ. They believe like the 
brigand who murdered a whole family 
of five or six persons in order to steal 
an old cloak and forty kopeks.

If an- 
other doctrine were to arise that satis- 
fied me better I should not hesitate 
to adopt it, for nothing matters to 
God but truth.”

STORY OF A WONDERFUL CYCLE 


RACE AT PARIS. 
Thousands See French Champion Out- 
ride American Rider, and Fortunes 
Lost and Won on the Result—Taylor 

Beaten in Straight Heats. - 


(BY DIREcT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 

PARIS, May 19.—{Exclusive Dis- 
patch.}] Maj. Taylor, or “The Flying 
Negro,” as he has been dubbed here, 
met his Waterloo Thursday, when Jac- 
quelin, ‘the French bicycle champion, 
defeated him in two heats by about 
1333 and 1000 yards respectively. Un- 
til then the American darky had 
swept everything before him in France, 
Belgium and Germany. During the 
last two months he had become such 
a wonderful favorite that the accommo- 
dations were nowhere sufficient for the 
crowds who thronged to see him race. 

At Bordeaux recently, when, owing

An‘ entire bat- 
talion of Hussars had finally to be sent 


to help the police subdue the mob..

In the first heat Maj. Taylor twice 
passed the famous Jacquelin and lost 
the race by half a wheel length.

Limits American Intervention. 
Spaniards in Favor of 
Annexation, 


{BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.} 

HAVANA, May 19.—[By West Indian 
Cable.] The Committee on Relations 
of the Cuban constitutional convention 
will submit majority and minority re- 
ports to the convention tomorrow. The 
majority report, in introduction, 
quotes Article 1 of the Treaty of Paris, 
the joint resolution of the United States 
Congress and the Platt amendment, 
and then proceeds as follows: 

“Inasmuch as Secretary Root, being 
authorized by President McKinley, 
says that the Piatt law has for its ob- 
ject the guaranteeing of the independ- 
ence of Cuba and does not mean in- 
terference with its government, or the 
exercise of a protectorate or a s0ov- 
ereignty, and also that intervention 
will only take place when independ- 
ence is endangered by outside powers 
or grave interior disturbances, creat- 
ing anarchy; and, inasmuch as Secre- 
tary Root has said that the naval sta- 
tions will not be used as vantage points 
of intervention, but only to protect 
Cuba against foreign powers, we re- 
port as follows: , 

“That, in virtue of the fact that the 
Platt law, in its preamble, says it is a 
fulfillment of the joint resolution and 


has been adopted by Congress with the 
principal object of establishing inde- 


pendence, we do propose to the conven- 
tion to accept the following as an ap- 
pendix to the Constitution:” 

The first, second, fourth and‘ fifth 
clauses are quoted in their entirety. 
The third clause has the following ad- 
dition: 

“It being understood that the United 
States has the right to intervene to 
prevent the action of a foreign power 
or disturbances causing a_ state of 
anarchy. and that the intervention shall 


always be the act of the United States, | 


and not of isolated agents. The inter- 
vention shall suppose neither sov- 
ereignty nor a protectorate, and shall 
only last sufficiently long to establish 
normal conditions. Said intervention, 
it is also understood, shall not have 
the right to interfere in the govern- 
ment, only the right to preserve inde- 
pendence.” 

An addition to the sixth clause says 
that the ownership of the Isle of Pines 
shall be settled by a future treaty. 

An addition to the venth clause 
says: “It shall be understood that the 
naval stations do not give the United 
States the right to interfere with the 
interior government, but are estab- 
lished for the sole purpose of protect- 
ing American waters from foreign in- 
vasion divcted against Cuba or the 
United States. Cuba will sell or lease 
the necessary lands at points to be 
agreed upon later.” 

An addition to the eighth clause says 
that the government of Cuba suggests 
at the same time a treaty of commerce 
based upon reciprocity. The minority 
report says: 

“The explanations given to the com- 
mission in Washington show that the 
Platt law does not express the wishes 
of the United States. It was intended 
to protect the independence of Cuba, 
but the wording gives other interpreta- 
tions. * 
“The United States is inconsistent in 
asking naval _ stations, when the 
amendment_provides that no conces- 
sions shall be given to foreign powers. 
Such a demand raisea the question 
whether the United States does not 
oe Cuba a part of its posses- 
sions.” 

The report Gf-the minority virtually 
accepts the first and second clauses. 
For the third clause the following is 
substituted: “That the government of 
Cuba subscribes to the Monroe doc- 
trine, and will help the' United States 
to enforce it against other nations try- 
ing to violate it.” 

For the fourth clause the following 
is substituted: “Cuba does not recog- 
nize acts of intervention which are 
not in conformity with the Foraker 
resolution and the laws of the United 
States.” 

The seventh clause reads: “Cuba will 
maintain naval stations, handing them 
over to the United States in time of 
war.” 

The reports of the minority recom- 
mends a commercial treaty based upon 
reciprocity.

SCORES GO ASTRAY. IN CITY OF

SAN DIEGO, May 18—{From The

As individuals, the police are not tn- 
clined to go out of r way to round 
up sailors, because the money which is 
realized in the capture is turned over 
to the city; they get nothing for their 
extra trouble. The constabies would 
get the money for their own use, but 
they say they are not getting money 
in that way. , They speak of it as 
“blood money,” and disclaim any de- 
sire to enter into the business. The 
police say the men of the Mohican have 
been the worst behaved of any they 
have seen in this port in a long time. 


In this they are borne out by the busi- 


ness men, who charge them with 
drunkenness to an unusual degree, also 
of sneak thieving. Many contend that 
the peace officers should help round up 
the naughty men from the ship, be- 
cause if this sort of thing goes on the 
Mohican may not call here again. It 
is understood that the captain had half 
a mind to take the ship to Santa Cat:

| Aid for Jacksonville. 


HE First Presbyterian Church re- 

‘ sponded promptly yesterday morn- 

ing to the proclametion of Mayor 
Snyder for aid to the Jacksonville fire 
sufferers. The pulpit was occupied by 
Dr. W. F. Brown, the chairman of 
the Relief Committe“nere. As he rose 
to pray at the morning service he 
asked the congregation to unite with 
him in the petition for those who to- 
day were holding services among the 
ashes of their former houses of wor- 
ship, and for the thousands who were 
houseless end homeless. When the 
prayer was over many were in sympa- 
thy with the remarks which the doctor 
made at the close of his sermon. Dr. 
Brown said he had shortened his dis- 
course in order to speak of a matter 
very close to his heart. He did not in- 
tend then to ask for money, but he 
wished to have the prayers and sym- 
pathy of the people in the work in 
which he was about to engage, as the 
chairman of the committee appointed 
by Mayor Snyder to receive and handle 
contributions for the fire sufferers. His 
appointment was due to his having 
spent many winters’ in Jacksonville, 
during which time he was pastor of 
one of the churches in that city. 

At close of sermon it was announced 
that Rev. A. Webb, pastor-elect, will 
occupy the pulpit from and after Sun- 
day, June 2. 

Accompaniments of Salvation. 

ESTERDAY morning Rev. M. H. 
Plumb preached at Centennial 
Methodist Episcopal Church from 
Hebrew vi, 9: “And Things that ac- 
company salvation.” He said: 

“This chapter opens up the thought 
that the Christian life is a journey. 
And as the individual passes from one 
point to another in his Christian ex- 
perience his spiritual condition is de- 
veloped by the good things that accom- 
pany salvation, and he is no longer 
alone and poverty-stricken. There 
may be many things in this world that 
stand alone, but man in his relation to 
God presents a very different spectacie. 
The text, then, presents the thought, 
‘What are the accompaniments of sal- 
vation?’ We know something of what 
accompenies a life of sin, and if it be 
thus presented on its dark side, what 
shali be the bright side of the life pos- 
sessed of salvation? This saivation in 
itself is represented as being definite— 
‘this day through the Lord Jesus Christ 
has salvation come.’ This accompani- 
ment of salvation puts the ornaments 
on us. Our entire nature becomes 
changed. Another accompaniment of 
salvation is rest. There is no one 
thing that so marks the individual 
without salvation as unrest. Salvation 
enables the possessor not to be troubled 
so much about the — around him. 
Then, too, it brings unity. We talk 
about the harmany aad unity of so- 
ciety, in the home; but there is no 
harmony as that found in this salva- 
tion, that allays the jars of life, and 
which can be found nowhere eilge in 
this world. 

“God's best gifts are represented as 
coming in a mighty flood to the pos- 
\wessor of salvation. 
freely give us all thing?’ There accom- 

les this salvation great power. 

ere is no greater proof of this than 
the words of Jesus just before His as- 
cension—‘ye shall have power after 
that the Holy Ghost is come upon you.’ 
These are some of the accompaniments 
that enter into the experience of the 
Christian in the journey of life. It is 
not true that because one has salvation 
he has ell of God's best gifts, but as 
time moves on, and he nears the eter- 
nal city, he is wont to cry out, ‘There 
am I and all my household.’ There 
are many promises that accompany 
this salvation, and the promises of God 
are closely associated with the Chris- 
tian life. There is little comfort in the 
promises of the world. The promises 
of God are for all who accept salva- 
tion. There is another accompaniment 
of salvation, and that is society.

As The Times has observed on sev- 
eral occasions of late, it is high time 
that there should be a thorough over- 
hauling of the laws relating to the 
location of mineral land in this coun- 
try—both the United States laws and 
those of the States and Territories, 
which in some cases, as in the one re- 
ferred to above, are in conflict. Two, 
years ago the California Legislature 
passed a law which was clearly in con- 
flict with the United States laws, ne- 
cause it made a radical change in the 
conditions under which mineral land 
may be taken wp. ; 

With the growing importance of the 
mineral industry throughout the West, 
it is absolutely necessary that we 
should have a practical and pldin set 
of laws to govern the lotation of min- 
eral Jand, or else we shall assuredly 
become involved in a maze of vexa- 
tious and expensive litigation, and in 
this manner the development of our 
mineral wealth will be greatly re- 
tarded, for outsiders, especially, will 
be chary about investing in prop- 
erty where there is any doubt what- 
ever in regard to the title. 


HE CALIFORNIA OIL INDUSTRY. 

Notwithstanding the greater ex- 
citement caused by the big “gushers” 
in Texas, eastern people have by no 
means lost their interest in the Cali- 
fornia oll fields, and many articles on 
the subject appear constantly in the 
eastern press. Among others, the 
United States Investor recently pub- 
lished a page on the California oil 
fields, with some words of caution to 
investors. One of the statements made 
in this article is based upon false in- 
formation. The Investor says: 

“Up to the present time some im- 
mense fortunes have been made in the 
California field, and it is even estimated 
that there are several hundred citizens 
of the state who one year ago were 
poor, and today are worth more than 
$5,000,000, while many times this number 
have made comfortable fortunes out of 
the oll industry of the State.” 

This is greatly exaggerated. In- 
stead of several hundred citizens of 
California having made more than 
$5,000,000 in petroleum during the past 
few years, we doubt whether there is 
a single one who has made so much 
as that, although it is true that a 
number of people have become com- 
fortably rich through the development 
of oil. 

Further on, the Investor, referring 
to the fact that oil burners are being 
placed in large manufacturing con- 
cerns In San Francisco and Les Ange- 
les, says: ~ 

“Notwithstanding the increase 
in the production of fuel oil, there is 
a home demand developing rapidly for 
it, and it is asserted that if the yield 
were ten times as great as at present, 
the demand would still exceed the sup-

Carefully-selected oil stocks, 
in companies whose management is 
honest, and whose location is favorable, 
ought to prove a profitable speculation, 
and are deserving of the attention of 
the speculative public.”’ 

The Investor adds that it expects 
shortly to have a member of its staff 
in the California oil fields, and hopes 
to be in possession of full information 
regarding these enterprises. In this 
connection it may be added that the 
Postoffice Department will probably 
soon undertake an -.examination of 
some of the California oil companies 
which are doing a large amount of ad- 
vertising in eastern papers, with a view 
of ascertaining whether it is proper 
for them to continue to use the mails.

United States Excels in 
Bridge Building. 


Big Southern Pacific Engines. 
Gondola Cars Sixty-two 
Feet Long. | 


The chief topic of discussion at the 
annual meeting of the Iron and Steel 
Institute of Great Britain appears to 
have been the superiority of American 
to British methods of production. The 
president of the institute devoted most 
of his address to this subject, and an 
American delegate, William Garrett, 
showed at some length how Great Brit- 
ain’s supremacy in the iron and steel 
trade had been lost. Mr. Garrett's con- 
clusion was that if the British iron 
masters did not follow the example of 
the Americans by combining, and also 
by only manufacturing at points most 
advantageous for shipment and using 


the most economical methods, the men- | 


ufacture of iron and steel would be- 
come a lost art in Great Britain. The 
nature and extent of the British handi- 
cap in the competition in tron and steel 
making are explained, says the Jour- 
nal of Commerce, with conspicuous 
ability, in the May number of the En- 
gineering Magazine, by a thoroughly 
competent British authority, E. Phil- 
lips of South Wales. Beginning with 
the raw material—its first cost, its 
transportation and handling from the 
mine to the furnace—Mr. Phillips has 
no difficulty in showing the easy supe- 
riority which the American steel 

aker énjoys over his British rival. 
The outcome of it all is, “that the 
Americans have no royalties to pay—no 
mine owners’ profit, only the cost of 
digging out the ore—no railway divi- 
dends to pay, which is generally about 
one-half the earnings of the rallways— 
no 10 to 50 per cent. dividends to ship- 
owners, their payments being only for 
coal, wages and repairs, and a moder- 
ate rate of interest on the capital out- 
lay in the railway, mines and steam- 
ers.” .As one-third of all the ore used 
in Great Britain is of foreign origin— 
in steel making next to no native ore 
being used—an extra freight cost of 62 
cents per ton on Spanish, as compared 
with lake ores, represents a pretty 
heavy tax on the whole industry. it 
means, to begin with, $1.25 extra on 
each ton of steel, to which must be 
added another $2.40, because, according 


iucrease the cost of coal and coke over 
that which is the rule here, account for 
the addition of another $2.50 to the cost 
of every ton of Steel made in Great 
Britain, and make thé edditional load 
to be carried by the British manufac- 
turer equal to $6.25 per ton. 

Writing on the subject, three years 
ago, J. Stephen Jeans took the some- 
what optimistic view that if the British 
coke industry were to utilize by-prod- 
ucts and waste gases generally, and so 
reduce the cost of cokg to 7s per ton at 
furnaces; that if the cost of 50 per 
cent. ore should again be reduced to 10s 
at ports, even Great Britain possibly 
could produce -hematite or Bessemer 
pig for about 30s per ton, which he 
thought.is probably as low as it ever 
would be produced in the United States 
or any other country. In the interval, 
things have not been going precisei- 
that way; in fact, British costs hav 


increased since 1898, while American. 


costs have diminished. But, according 
to Mr. Phillips, we have not yet got 
below the minimum sta of 30s per 
ton of pig iron fixed by Mr. Jeans. 
Estimating the cost of lake ore at 10s 
per ton at the American furnace, and 
of Spanish ore at 15s at the British fyr- 
naces, Mr. Phillips figures out the cost 
of a ton of Bessermer pig here at. 30s, 
against a cost of 50s nm Great Britain. 
Adding 20s per ton as the cost of con- 
version into steel rails, etc., on 
this side, and 25s on the other, he 
reaches the conclusion that the finished 
rails and bar costs no more here 
than does the Bessermer pig in Eng- 
land American superiority is too mani- 
fest to require further demonstration, 
but people will be tempted to ask, does 
the country get the benefit of the am- 
plitude of its natural resources, and the 
acquired ingenuity of its people? After 
making ali needful allowances on the 
score of depreciation and interest on 
capital invested, there seems to be a 
most inordinate interval of profit be- 
tween a first cost of, say, $12.50 per ton 
for steel rails and their established 
sale value of $28 a ton. * 

The Engineering News points out 
that the recent advance of $2 ton 
in the price of standard stee] rails was 
made in the face of a reduction of $1.25 
per ton for iron ore over last season's 
prices, and that at the former price of 
$26 a ton, the profits on the present 
year's output of rail mills controlled by 
the United. States Steel corporation 
was recently estimated at $12,500,000. 
The same competent authority notes 
that the net profits of this corporation 
during the first month of its operation 
are reporfed to have exceeded a rate of 
$111,000,000 per annum—a sum roughly 
equal to the total dividend payments 
by all the railways in the United States 
in 1900. All this is a somewhat sug- 
gestive comment on the plausible pre- 
tensions advanced by the president: of 
the United States Steel Corporation ag 
to the numerous benefits which the 
consumer may derive from the great 
industrial combinations. Here and 
there, according to Mr. Schwab, there 
may have been a combinatien made 
with the idea of increasing the cost to 
the buyers, but wherever this has been 
the case the combination has failed. 
Mr. Schwab evidently scouts the idea 
that the combmation of which he is 
the executive head should ever try un- 
fairly to increase the price of its prod- 
uct, because, as he says, “a combina- 
tion, like the individual concern, can 
only hold its trade provided it gives 
the best goods at the lowest market 
price consistent with a reasoneble 

a ay, more, in the words of 
Mr. Schwab, wise business men realize 
that a successful trade is an expand- 
ing trade, and that an expanding trade 
can only be had by steadily making 
concessions to the consumer when the 
conditions of the trade warrant them.

(for bituminous coal) is of the radial- 
stay type, with fire-brick arch (but no 
water tubes for the arch,) and is placed 
above the frames, with a drop at the 
front end.

Speaking of gondola cars sixty-two 
feet long for carrying rails, the Engi- 
neer News says:

n in ordinary cars, the reduction 

fof weight being effected by improve- 
ment in design. e sides are consid- 
erably lower than usual, and can be 
made either straight or curved, as de- 
sired, but In eitheir cage a truss plank 
bolted to both posts and sills is em- 
ployed, as in steam car practice. The 
posts are double, glued together, with 
a tle rod between the parts. In the 
roof construction, the lower car lines, 
the heads of the posts, the rail and 
the letter board are so combined as to 
afford exceptional strength; the area 
of the letter board and frail (both 
halved upon the posts and car lines) 
being nearly equal to that of the sill. 
The interior consfruction gives an in- 
creased clear wiith of six inches, of 
which three inches is given to the cen- 
ter aisle. 

“The sashes, which are larger than 
usual, are double, and are so ar- 
ranged that when it fs desired to make 
an open car, the sashes slide upward 
on trunnions running in greoved 
guides. They fit into pockets formed 
between the roof boards and the lin- 
ing, where they are out of sight and 
out of th® way. The general form and 
appearance of the roof do not differ 
much from the ordinary car. This ar- 
rangement for stdring the sashes is 
claimed to be a valuable feature. It 
does away entirely with the expense 
of taking out the ashes and storing 
them at the car barn, and the liabil- 
ity of break.ge in thus handling them, 
which is an objection to t convert- 
ible cars. Another objection to the 
entire removal of the sashes is that 
the car must be run as ah open car 
until the close of the summer, the time. 
and expense of changing being too 
great to permit cf intermediate 
changes. In the cars herewith {lus 
trated, however, the conductor can 
lower all the sashes in a few minutes, 
and thus convert the car to a closed 
car in care of storm or a period of cold 
weather.” 


Rerolling O14 Steel 
During the past a years th has 
been developed a thod of ilizing 


old steel rails which bids fair to be- 
come an important factor in the steel 
industry. About ten years ago an offi- 
cial of the Chicago, Milwaukee and St. 
Paul Railroad turned his afention to 
the problem of utilizing worn-down 
and defaced rails by rerolling them to 
a size somewhat smalier than the orig- 
inal section. After considerable ex- 
perimenta] work it was determined in 
1897 to erect a plant for the special 
purpose of rerolling o'd rails. The first 
plant was erected at Joliet, and in 1898 
@ second plant was built at Kansas 
city. At the present time over 1000 
miles of track have been relaid with 
rails that have been passed through 
the rerolling mills, says Bradstreet’s, 
a total of nearly 100,000 tons having 
been thus treated by the new system. 
The wear upon the rails is chiefly on 
the ~ and inside of the head of the 
rail. In the process of rerolling the 
rails are very silghtly reduced in the 
webs and flanges, while the contour of 
the head is restored to a symmetrical, 
though fomewhat smaller, section. 

ess, as stated by Scientific 
American, consists in first passing the 
rails beneath a set of grinders, which 
take off the slivers and rough edgas 
from the head, then heating them in a 
special furnace to a temnverature of 
1700 deg. and rolling them down to the 
desired section, the rails passing out 
of the finishing rolls at a temperature 
cf 1480 deg. The rails are then sawed 
to proper length, straightened and the 
holes drilled for the angle bars. The 
thorough working over of the metal at 
such a comparatively low temperature 
serves to improve its qualitv, not 
chemically, of course, but by virtue of 
the density nnd toughness which fesult 
from a thoreugh weeking over of steel 
e-d tron. The reduction of the section 
ef the rail produces a corresponding 
elonertion, a thirty-foot being in- 
creasel by one to two feet in leneth 
for a reduction cf cross section of & 
per cent. The valve of this system is 
obvious, particularly in view of the 
fact that theoretically the oftener a 
rnil is rerolled the better its quality. 
fince many of the great railroad sys- 
tems nse three or four different weights 
of rail, it is evident that rerolling will 
result in eonsiderable economy. / 


| BRIDGE BUILDING. 
THE UNITED STATES LEADS. 
A writer in the current Engineering 
Magazine declares that “Americans are 
twenty years in advance of other na- 
tions (except Canada) in the art of 
bridge design and construction. The 
steel of which a bridge is made ‘rep- 
resents about half of its cost. Steel is 
now made in the United States at 
much less cost than in any other coun- 
try. In Britain, labor is so much ham- 
pered by trades unionism that it ts 
admitted by one of the leaders that the 
cost of labor in making steel in the 
United States is not one-half of what it 
is in Britain. is can be said also of 
the labor employed in manufacturing. 
The market for bridges is far greater 
in the’ United States than elsewhere. 
The States have now 190,000 miles of 
railways, and it has been estimated 
taat there is an average of one span 
of metallic bridge for every three miles 
of railway. This gives 63.000 b 
on -existing lines; without including 
those reduired for new lines. The in- 
crease in the United ("ates of the 
weight of cars and engines has resulted 
in wonderful economic changes.

BRITISH SHIPBUILDING 
IN GOOD SHAPE. 7 

Shipbuilding in the United States 
does not seem to be in so bad a way 
as someé reports have led us to believe. 
Taking the figures of the amount of 
tonnage under construction at the end 
of March this year, says Bradstreets, 
we find an increase over the statistics 
of one year ago, when the industry 
was especially active. As for the spe- 
cific data, Lioyd’s Register, an author- 
ity, shows that the tonnage on hand on 
March 31, 1901, amounted to 1,303,116, 
against 1,260,422 tons for the corre- 
sponding date the year before. Carry- 
ing the comparison further, we find 
that the total first given is an advance 
of 33,000 tons ovep the aggregate re- 
ported in the yards at the end of 1900. 
To obtain higher figures one must go 
back to the period of marked plenty, 
the close of 1898, when the tonnage jn 
the British shipbuilding 
amounted to 1,400,000, the highest on 
record. There is thus a reduction to 
March 31 of some 100,000 tons, but three 
months ago the comparison with 1893 
brought out a decrease of 131,000 tons.
